Rk 11.1.1 x, March 22.— The ninetieth an- 
niversary of Eniport)r William's birthday 
was ushered in by the pealing of bells in 
all the churches and tower of the town 
hall, artel Bounding of the choral. The 
city is decorated as it never was before 
Garlands, flags, laurels, festoons of ever- 
green banners, bright drapery and bril- 
liant carpets are hung on every cons) iic 
iious. snot where ornaments can be made 
to add to the appearance of the town. 
Conspicuous by the extreme elegance of 
their decorations are t he royal academy 
and the university buildings and the city 
residences of the crown prince, Frederick 
William, The monument of Frederick 
the Great is covered with wreatha and 
.(lowers. Wherever there is a bust or 
statue of the emperor, in a shop window 
or other exposed place, it is buried in 
dowers, The people Lire all out in holi- 
day attire and the streets are thronged. 
Early in the day special memorial religious 
services Here held in all the churches. 
Children from all the schools in the city 
went in processions, accompanied by 
bunds of music lo the church services. 
The st udents procession passed the palace. 
It was a grand affair. They went in car- 
riages, of which there tvere several hun- 
dred in line, and carried banners. The 
various schools, societies, associations, 
etc., were accompanied by many bands 
playing music. 

The h ing line of carriages was proceeded 
and followed by the students on horse- 
back. While passing the palace the bauds 
played the national anthem, H 1'reasentiet.l," 
ami "Wacht am likeiik," the students all 
singing to the music, The emperor ap- 
peared tit the window as the procession 
moved [last and remained there a consider- 
able time. The great crowd in Lhe street 
gave him an ovation, lhe multitude 
cheering itself hoarse ami tiring 
itself waving hats ami handkerchiefs, 
All the members of the imperial family 
and their princesses drove in the proces- 
sion to the palace and tendered their con- 
gratulations to the emperor. The pro- 
cession was cheered by the crowds in the 
streets. The municipal procession was 
preceded by heralds and marshals bearing 
town banners, whole body of evangelical 
clergy, the chief civil and military au- 
thorities, representing German science 
and commerce, directors of the gym- 
nasium, burgesses and officers. In all 
200,000 persons were in procession, -vc- 
coinpanied by several bands of music, 
which played the marches alternately with 
a chorus by trumpeters. The procession 
went in stale from the hall to attend the 
commemoration religious services in the 
Church St. Nicholas. The clergymen 
were all full robed and the otlicials in uni- 
forms am! regalia. When the procession 
entered the church, the organ played a 
prelude. This was followed by singing 
"Salutuiii Fac Raguni," and tin- chanting 
of t he Ambrosial) hymn, Tito festival s,er- 
mon was preached by Provost Bru'chner. 
At noon a royal salute of 101 guns was 
tired Prince Bismnrch and Marshal Von 
Moltke presented congratulations to the 
emperor at one o'clock. They were 
enthusiastically cheered along the 
route to and from the palace. The 
day is being celebrated with siiailai 
and equal enthusiasm in all the towns of 
the empire. The rain storm which set in 
;it three o'clock and lasted until six, had 
scarcely any effect upon the crowds of 
enthusiastic Germans tt ho thronged the 
streets. A striking feature is a pic- 
ture 1U0 yards long and 20 yards 
wide in front of the Academy of 
Arts, depicting the events in the emper- 
or's life. Prince Bismarck and General 
N'on Moltke say that they have received a 
wonderful reward for their services, the 
character of which is as yet. unknown. 
All the secretaries of the departments 
were decorated by the emperor. In re- 
ceiving the household deputation lhe 
emperor said: "i have reached this age 
by the grace of God, and if the Lord 
helps me and wants tne to I may live to 
see another year." Prince Rudolph of 
Austro-Hungary, who is here represent- 
ing his father's birthday celebration, says 
that Germany's foreign puliey is pacific; 
that peace is assured for 1KS7/; .and that 
there is no cause for disquiet either east 
or west. 

The Emperor William conferred the de- 
coration of the Grand Cross of the Red 
Eagle upon Ministers Von Putkauier, Lu- 
cius and Von Boettoher, The Grand 
Cross of the Eloheusollern family order 
upon Ministers Von dossier, Von 
Schalz and Von Scliellinrlorf and 
General Abcdyll, The first-class 
of red eagle upon (leu. von Caprivi and 
Count Nesselrode, and star red eagle of 
secmid-class upon Count Herbert Bis- 
marck. < Mineral Kntze was appointed 
grand huuterman, and Count Pueckle 
chief cupbearer. At the afternoon 
reception the emperor, after receiving 
congratulations of the royal family, 
and princely guests with the empress 
by his sido and surrounded by full court, 
formally announced the betrothal of 
Prince Henry, second sou of the 
crown Prince Frederick William 
to Princess Irene of Hesse. The 
young couple were afterwards heart- 
ily congratulated by till the il- 
lustrious company, The family din- 
ner followed at t o'clock at the palace of 
the crown prince. The emperor and em- 
press were driven from the Imperial pal- 
aeo to the crown prince's palace in a closed 
carriage, as the rain was falling. They 
were greeted wit h uninterrupted cheering 
along the way. 

To-night Berlin is like a city on fire. 
Steeples and dollies sliine with brilliance 
with t lie^leetric light as a groundwork of 
illuminiiDnm. Three rose colored lights 
shino radiantly from loffcly avenues in the 
centre of where the palaces are situat- 
ed, to remote st reets mid on the roofs of 
houses. Bengal tires are everywhere 
sending forth lofty glowing Humes. 
Jn Leipsener Plata, Enter Pen 
Linder and all large streets every 
house contributes to the general 
effect. The electric light on thu s pmro 
tower of the town hall emits a ruddy 
glare. Colossal iirches at, yotsclaiu ata- 
fgn''a'fliVirH\':ViYiioiin'cia'('i^ 
had been readied between the government 



crowns, and the whole building is en- 
circled with blazing pilch lires. Amid all 
this glow and light, 500,000 persons moved 
in perfect order. 

After dinner the emperor and om- 
preBB anil crown prince and his wile 
returned to the palace and attended » 
soiree in the white hall of the royal castle. 
The hull was divided into two sections, 
one for the sUgo .and thu other for guests. 
Two front rows of seats wore 
reserved for princes of the imperial 
and royal blood. In front of these 
were placed three arm chairs for 
the emperor and queens of Saxony and 
Uoumelia. The emperor, however, re- 
fused to occupy a conspicuous position 
selected for him and seated himself in 
row with other members of royalty. At 
8 o'clock the empress entered the hall on 
the arm of a grandson of Prince 
William, walking with thu aid of 
a cane. She looks much older and more 



feeble Uuui the emperor. She wore a pale 
green dress trimmed with lace mid had 
diamonds in hor.nair; Whoikull the guests 
had assembled the performance com- 
menced with tableaux vivants representing 
Charles V. in Augsburg. A duet from the 
opera of 'i'annliaasen followed, which was 
sung by Hon- Niemann and Krau Haf- 
luuister. A quartrtte from Verdi's "Don 
Carlos" was rendered by Fraulitms Llei- 
nartl and Pattiui. Krau Anil and Herr 
Padilla, after which was presented ascene 
from Don Juan. During the interval bu- 
tween the first and second parts of lhe 
entertainment the emperor walked 
about ami exchanged greetings with 
his guests, conversing with the Prince 
of Wales and Princesses Christian and 
Irene. Passing between the rows of 
seats he shook hands with thu ambassa- 
dors and their wives, saying a few words 
lo :i number of diplomats. The Grand 
Duchess Vladimer wore a costume of pink 
satin with sable trimmings and tiara of 
diamonds, Btomucher of emeralds and 
diamonds. The Crown Princess was 
attired in a dress of silver gray 
material and wore a parure of diamonds 
ami rubies. After the performance the 
company adjourned lo the supper rooms, 
of which there were four, the members ol 
royalty occupying one, the diplomats 
another, and suites of foreign 
princes the two remaining. The emperor 
retired to rest before midnight, but the 
guests remained at the festive board till 
night became morning. 

Among the presents received by the 
emperor is a general's sash, which 
the empress had made for hitu. It 
is an exact, pattern of the sash 
worn by Frederick the Great, 
The empress insisted upon beilig the first 
to congratulate the emperor. Punctually 
as the clock struck leu she entered the 
emperor's study and presented the sash 
and siher gifts. When the emperor ap- 
peared at the window be wore the sash. 
The Moral presents were numerous. The 
crown princess painted for thu occasion 
a life size portrait of Prince William, 
around which were placed hoquets pre- 
sented by members of the family. Special 
pleasure seemed to be alfbrded the em- 
peror by the children of Prince 
William, who carried their hoquets 
to their grandfather, followed by 
the children of Prince Albrechf, 
and the children of the crown prince of 
Sweden. Many Moral tributes came from 
distant parts of Germany and from Eng- 
land. High oflieials of courts presented 
the emperor with ;i picture representing a 
military scene. At i 
group in term cotta, b 
came from Paris, etititl 
Birthday."

He said the govern- 
ment was bound to act under a sense of 
public duty, particularly so when they 
found the juries in that country intimi- 
dated .and notorious criminals, whoso 
deeds were inimical to society, getting off 
scot free. Mr. Smith said he would re- 
frain from stating the particulars of the 
measure, leaving that to the chief secre- 
tary for Ireland. What he now urged 
was that the measure is absolutely neces- 
sary for the security and happiness of the 
law-abiding people of Ireland. Referring 
to the proposed amendment offered hist 
night by John .Morley, rejecting the de- 
claration of urgency for the government 
bill, Mr. Smith reminded the house, 
however, that Mr. Gladstone resisted 
the amendment in 1881. The position of 
the government now was the same as that 
of Mr. Gladstone's government then. The 
speaker said the government hind bill 
would be divided into two parts; one of 
these would be introduced immediately, 
the other would be a land purchase bill of 
wide scope. Both measures would be 
found to be framed on the principles of 
honesty and justice. The speaker, how- 
ever, thought the government could not 
hope that any measure framed on 
these lines would satisfy the Irish 
national league, which he said was 
a successor of the hand league 
and was the cause of all the disorganiza- 
tion and terrorism pervading Ireland. 
Smith said he hoped the house would 
speedily adopt the government's measures. 
If the house did not adopt them the gov- 
ernment would be compelled to ask the 
opinion of the country to either confirm 
their policy or relieve them of the respon- 
sibilities of government. 

John Morley, in removing the objec- 
tion for urgency, denied absolutely Smith's 
assert ions as to the lawless condition of 
Ireland, and demanded t hat the govern- 
ment give comparative statistics of crime 
in Ireland, which he said would show that 
beyond a certain very narrow area the coun- 
try had seldom been quieter. The govern- 
ment's restrictive legislation would only 
aggravate such evils as existed and would 
weaken and spoil whatever remedies they 
had in store. The land commission had 
declared that the cause of combinations 
among the people was inability to pay ex- 
cessive rents. It had been shown that, the 
Irish landlords combined habits of extra- 
vagance, in emulation of the richer land- 
lords of England, with the system of rack 
rent. No matter how hard the 
tenants might strive to meet their 
| rents, this wretched landlord system 
crushed them. The coercion proposals 
of the government appeared to be based 
upon the idea that the people of Ireland 
were indolent and dishonest. But those 
who knew them had a different concep- 
tion of their character. They believed 
them to be honest, hard-working and 
truthful, iie could only regard the bill 
as a measure designed to enable land- 
lords to extort exorbitant rents, throwing 
! iw on the side of the rich, removing all 
•no coercive or protective power 
ivhich the tenants derived from com- 
bining, and putting the coercion 
upon the unfortunate tenants. He 
,i'lis less anxious to secure rents for some 
landlords than to procure a just rent for 
these good and honest working people, 
(Cheers.) Some landlords practiced a 
plan of campaign of their own more im- 
moral and more deserving of being called 
swindle than was the plan of the tenants. 
Some land agents attempted tocoeroe ten- 
ants in buying under the Ashbrute act, 
dictating terms of purchase and threaten- 
ing to evict unless the tenant consented. 
The government demanded urgency for 
the bill, giving such men power to force 
tenants to pay an unreasonable rent 
or to purchase at unreasonable prices. 
Behind this bill lay another proposal that 
the British tax payer be security if coer- 
cion of tenants failed to satisfy the land- 
lords. It was the Irish history over again, 
moral wrongs progressing upon suffering 
people without legal remedy, then 
illegal acts to secure something like moral 
rights, then coercion driving just discon- 
tent under the surface and exciting future 
discontent. (Cheers.) The wisest policy 
would be remedial legislation which 
would destroy the roofs of discontent. 
In 1SKI when the coercion bill wan 
passed the number of outrages increased 
from L7U in February; 1H81, l« 17'J in 
January, 1S.S2, and 532 in March (hear, 
hear). Ho doubted w het her t he excessive 
penal laws of the eighteenth century did 
more injury to Ireland than did the agra- 
rian laws of the present century (hear, 
hear). To ask urgency for placing the law 
on the side of the landlord was to 
shut, the door of hope on the ten- 
ants. His deliberate conviction was that 
there was never a more wanton, gratituous 
and justifiable resort to the over-failing, 
ever- poisonous remedy of coercion. 

Mr. Balfour accused Mr. Morley 
i if bestowing adverse criticisms and 
invectives upon measures that 
were as yet unknown. Gladstone, in L881, 
told the house to consider, not only the 
amount of crime but its character, and 
w lliii it was aimed at. The bill had been 
forced oil the government because the 
present current of crime was aimed at, the 
subversion of the laws and basis of order; 
it was beside tho question to tell the house 
that there were some bad landlords who 
oppressed tenants. This must be expect- 
ed while human nat ure remains what, it, is. 
Referring to the land legislation of the 
lute government, Mr. Balfour character- 
ized if as a humiliating failure; He would 



Tho leaders of the opposition though now 
converted into friends ot the national 
league knew that it was a combination 
aiming at illegal ends through terrorism. 
What hope was there for any scheme of 
purchasing i At the bidding of the 
ieague a solemn compact, entered into by 
the legislation of 1881, >vas to be delib- 
erately broken. If parliament suU'ered that 
compact to be set at naught, then an im- 
portant and serious compact of settlement 
of the hind difficulty might bo broken 
also. Every man wdio wished to stop 
short, of separation would bo perfectly 
mad if hofollowedthepolioyof Mr. Morley. 
Lot the government have the power to vin- 
dicate the existing law and then respect fur 
future legislation would he insured 
(cheers). 

Though neither Mr. Smith nor 
Mr. Balfour gave any explicit statement, 
of the government's Irish measures to- 
day, an analysis of their speeches disclose 
the fact that a definite policy has been de- 
cided upon and fullyela berated, coveringall 
legislation for Ireland that the government 
will ever consent to. The [imposed pro- 
gramme will open with the coercion bill, 
co-jointed with tenants' relief bill, tube 
introduced into the house of lords next 
week. The relief proposals will consist 
of giving the tenants power to stay evic- 
tions by declaring their inability to pay a 
full rent, and wiping out the 
claim by a surrender to the bank- 
ruptcy court. The grand measure 
for kind purchase will follow. This mea- 
sure is now known to be bused upon Mr. 
Chamberlain's land bank scheme. If the 
government should be defeated at any point 
in the development of their policy they will 
not resign, but will .appeal to the country. 
The confident tone of the ministerialists 
confirms the generally accepted report 
that Chamberlain and Lord I Ir.rtington 
assisted in building tho scheme and 
approve the final structure. Parnellites 
are eager to tight a I'otitraiu-e at every 
stage, but they find the Gladstonians 
reluctant to support them. Instead of con- 
testing the urgency motion to tho utmost 
extremity, the Gladstone wdiips, with- 
out consulting the Parnellites, to-night 
arranged with the government whips to 
divide on the Morley amendment on 
Thursday, thus opening the road to the 
passage of the coercion bill before the 
Easter recess. The Parnellites are dis- 
posed to disregard the whips, and are 
arranging to continue the struggle inde- 
pendently.

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A ROYAL NONAGEMRIAN. 

William, rSmperor of Germany and 
King u£ Prussia, whose 90th birthday has 
just been celobruted, was flic son of Frede- 
rick William 111. .-11111 of Princess Louise 
of Mecklejibui'g-Strolita, ami brother bo 
the late king of Prussia, born March 
22nd, 17!>7, wiw educated as a soldier, and 
took part in the campaigns of 1813 and 
1815 against France. til 1840 lie was ap- 
pointed governor of Pomerania, which 
post lie held till the revolution of lbMS 
broke out, when lie took refuge in Eng- 
lund. He was elected a member of the 
Constituent Assembly in May, 1840, re- 
turned to Berlin, and took his scat in the 
assembly June 8, 1848, and was made 
commander-in-chief of the Prussian army 
acting against the revolutionary forces of 
Baden, in .June, L84D. When the mind 
of bis brother gave way in 1858, the 
prince was created regent, anil he 1111 
mediately dismissed the Kreuz, or aristo- 
cratic party, and adopted a liberal policy. 
His brother, Frederick William liv- 
ing without issue, Jan. 2, 1861, lie suc- 
ceeded, under the title of William I., to 
the crown, which he placed upon bis own 
head at Konigsbcrg, (let. ltf, on which 
occasion ho emphatically asserted the 
doctrine of the "right divine of kings.' 
The course of policy which he pursued 
after he became king disappointed the 
hopes that were formed regarding him. 
No sooner was he seated oil the throne 
than ho begun 11 contest witll t!,t Chamber 
of Deputies, which gradual' ' became 
more critical, until, after Coun Bisinarck- 
Shoenhausen had been appointed prime 
minister, in 1862, the fond threatened to 
end in civil war. Fortunately for him the 
aggressive war on Denmark, waged by 
Austria and Prussia diverted the attention 
of his people from home affairs lor a time: 
and, Bitice the close of that war of agres- 
sion the king has proved by his linn atti- 
tude his fitness as a sovereign. Much 
against bis inclination, h 
still inure ambitious sche 
to obtain supremacy in ( 
of anus. For many year 
ations had been made, at 
the scheme was ripe for execution. A 
treaty of alliance was concluded with 
Italy, an ultimatum was forwarded to the 
smaller states in the north of G or .Tinny, 
and an immense army was set in motion. 
War was declared against Austria, June 
17, and, after a short campaign, in which 
William I. and the royul princes took part, 
Austria was compelled to make u humiliat- 
ing peace. The powerful effects of the 
needle gun created quite a panic in the 
Austrian army, anil her generals found it 
would ho useless to prolong the struggle. 
In 18f>7, the Km',' of Prussia became the 
head of the powerful .North tinman con- 
federation, comprising states anil 
representing a population of 20,000,000. 
The part played by King William in the 
Franco- Prussian war of 1870-71 has been 
so often described that it will only be 
necessary to state that the result 
was the complete realization of the 
Prime Minister's idea of united Germany, 
and that on Jan. IS, 1871, Ring William 
of Prussia was proclaimed German 
Emperor within the Mall of Mirrors, in 
the palace of the French Kings at Ver- 
sailles, in presence of the ( ieiiiian princes, 
under the standards of the army before 
Paris, and surrounded by the representa- 
tives of the different regiments. On the 
i!iiil of Sep., 187;i, the magnificent Column 
of Victory in celebration of Germany's 
success, was unveiled by the emperor in 
Berlin, The meeting of the Emperors of 
Germany, Russia and Austria took place 
at Berlin in tho autumn of 1872. In 
October of that year the Etnporor William 
gave a decision adverse to England on the 
San Juan boundary question which had 
been submitted to bis arbitration by the 
British and American governments. In 
April, 1873, lie visited the czar at St. 

Petersburg, and in October of tho same 
year he proceeded to Vienna 011 11 visit to 
the Emperor of Austria. The well-known 
correspondence between Emperor William 
and the Pope relative to the Lloman 
Catholic church in Prussia, was published 
in Berlin, Oct, 14, 18?3, In May, 1875, 
the czar paid a visit to the Emperor of 
Germany ut Berlin. An attempt was 
made to assassinate the limperor William, 
while he was driving, on the afternoon of 
May 11, 1878, in Berlin. The oriino was 
committed by a young socialist tinker, 
named Emil Hoedel, who came from 
Leipzig. A second attempt upon the life 
of the emperor was made on June 'J, 1878. 
The would-be assassin wasa Dr. Nbbiling, 
who, after attempting to commit suicide, 
was secured by Hie crowd (who entered 
tho house) and removed lip tho hospital, 
where ho afterwards died from the effects 
of tho wound he had inflicted upon him- 
self. Tliw threw emperors met again at 
Skicrncvicz Sept., 188-1, and at Kremsier 
1885. William L married June 11, 
1829, the Princess Augusta, daughter of 
Charles-Frederick, Grand Duke of Wei- 
mar. Thoy have two children— Prince 
Frederick-William, and the Princess 
Louise-Mary. 
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PEACE OR WAR ? 

Grand national celebrations distinguish 
this year, on the part of two of the great- 
est rulers in tho world. Our gracious, 
Queen will in Juno celebrate tho •tccoirr^ 
plisliiucnt of half a century of her bonigi 
reign. The Emperor of Gormanycclebratei 
yesterday his ninetieth birthday, he being 
the oldest potentate in tho world. The. 
jubiluo, which is boini,' continued to-day, 
also marks the entrance of the Kaiser 
into the army, eighty years ago. His 
reign has not been a comparatively long 
one. hut it has been associated with some 
of the great wars of modern times. The 
aged emperor, having seen enough of war, 
wants peace. It is true that both of these 
rulers are of one mind as to peace. But 
it has more than once happened that 
when peace was strongly emphasized by 
European nations they were on the verge 
of war. Tho two great nat ional jubilees 
will make, to some extent) for peace. 
Yet account will he taken, directly or in- 
directly, of the means which both nations 
have to conquer a peaoo by means of 
war. It is difficult at this distance 
to interpret the moaning of all the under- 
currents in European affairs, There' is n 
brooding spirit of war which at times 
presses heavily Upon European statesmen. 
One day tho drift of events seems to point 
to war in a few weeks. Another day the 
probability becomes more remote. The 
best authorities, however, are nearly 
unanimous in the opinion that tho cloudy 
horizon will not wholly clear up without 
war. It may not come in a year, or it 
may come in throe months. Some ob- 
servers think war may bo delayed two or 
three years by diplomacy. A distinguished 
professor in one of the German univer- 
sities warned the students that before. the 
year closed many of them would be in the 
army, and face to face with war. There 
is an uneasy feeling in all Europe. The 
scat of trouble is in Bulgaria. The recent 
disturbances in that province are traced 
directly to Russian influence. If a revolt 
or popular tumult could once be brought 
about, Russia would find the desired oc- 
casion to step in on the pretence of main- 
taining order. Once in, there would be 
110 going out. The late insurrection in 
Bulgaria was suppressed with vigor and 
promptness. The very employment of 
force to put down what appeared to be an 
incipient rebellion has only given addi- 
tional offense to Russia. It took away 
the pretext for armed intervention. Rus- 
sian intrigue at present, is direct- 
ed against the Regency. This in- 
Huoncu is noted both in the capital 
of Bulgaria and at Constantinople. 
Every great nation in Europe has made 
special preparations for war. Great Brit- 
ain has probably made comparatively less 
than other nations, because in the event 
of a European war she might be the last 
to be drawn into it. Yet the renewed 
activity in all her dockyards, the new 
ships about to be put afloat, and the now 
ones just begun, are so many indications 
that all the contingencies of war have 
been considered. Germany has Buttled the 
question of the Septennate by a popular 
vote. For seven years that empire will 
be upon a war footing; and heaven only 
knows how much longer. Austro-Hun- 
gary has voted all the war credits de- 
manded. France has more than once an- 
nounced, unofficially, that she is ready for 
either war or peace. Italy lias recently 
made some necessary preparation. Even 
poor old Turkey has made immense pur- 
chases of small arms (hiring the past year. 
As for Russia, she has been making pre- 
paration for forward movements during 
the last five years. It has been more 
than once announced that she would 
make a forward movement iu the Balkan 
provinces early in tho spring. That pro- 
position has stirred the Austro-Hungarian 
government to provide all the war credits 
needed. It is absolutely committed to 
the arrest, of all forward movements on 
the part of Russia in the Balkan provinces. 
The next two months may be fraught with 
important events. Peace is oil the lips of 
European statesmen, but the leaden spirit 
of war appears to be on many hearts. It 
is forseen thai in the event of war the 
center of it would be in Bulgaria, but that 
another center might be somewhere along 
the Rhine, in which event three or four 
of the leading nations would be drawn in- 
to it. Russia, Germany, Austria and 
Franco in that event would engage in con- 
flict. That is the greater significance of 
the spark of war blowing up in Bulgaria. 
Russia is blowing the sparks into a name, 
The Regency of Bulgaria is busy in 
smothering the sparks For her own sake 
and lest the war name should spread all 
over Europe It is a noteworthy fact that 
a number of the most prominent men now 
in the Bulgarian Jtegoncy have been edu- 
cated iu the American college near Con- 
stantinople. They are earnestly striving 
to save their country. They want peace 
and not war. They dread the influence 
of the invader. They have dealt out sum- 
mary punishment to the rebels caught in 
the act of stirring up an insurrection. The 
swiftness of the punishment is some indi- 
cation of the danger incurred. A- pro- 
longed rebellion would have brought a 
Russian army into Bulgaria. Once there 
war would be no longer a remote probabil- 
ity. There is ground for hope that the two 
grand national jubilees will tend to put oil' 
the evil days of war for a long time to 
come. .lust now there are strained rela- 
tions — a heavy spirit as if great events 
were about, to occur, with the half-dcspor- 
ute hope that, in spite of all this prepara- 
tion and growing complications, a peace 
policy will be dominant in Europe for the 
present, How this result is to bo brought 
about the wisest cannot tell, neither can 
they give any strong assurance that it will 
be brought about at all.

Therianlt, of Montcalm, is spoken of as 
likely either to move or seeoml the ad- 
dress in reply tu the speech from the 
throne in tho Dominion liuitao. He is 
the youngest member of the house, being 
only twenty-six. 

The Quebec legislature was opened 
with great pomp on the lijth inst., by 
Lieut. -Governor Massoii, who has returned 
from Bermuda. 

ONTARIO, 

Hon. Messrs. L. A. Seiiecal and W. E. 
Stanford, of Hamilton, have been called 
to tho seriate Of Canada. 

Sir Alexander Campbell will not take 
the oath or enter upon the duties of the 
lieutenant-governorship of Ontario till 
Juno 1st. 

In Ottawa it was reported that J. B. 
Plumb has been taken into tho cabinet 
and will receive the leadership in the 
senate. A Frenchman will be the next 
speaker of the house of commons. 

The returning olticev for Algoma has 
given Mr. Burke, liberal, eight of a inn 
Jorifcy. The official declaration takes place 
on the 24th inst,

majority. 

TREVELYAN'S SPEECH. 

Waiting For Gladstone u> Bridge the Bloody 
Chasm. 

London, March 17. —Sir George Tre- 
velyan's speech at Liskeard yesterday has 
done him no good with lories or liberal 
unionists. They attack him this morning 
— 11 curious blunder from their own point 
of view — in no measured terms. If they 
wanted to drive him back into the Glud- 
atonian camp they could hardly say more. 
Yet Sir George shows no real disposition 
to recede from the essential points of dif- 
ference between himself and Gladstone. 
On the home rule question he practically 
stands where Chamberlain does— waiting 
for Gladstone to speak the word which 
shall bridge over t he chasm between the 
two sections of the liberal party or leave 
it yawning. 

The liberal unionists are believed to 
have come to terms with the government 
respecting the Irish laud bill. The ex- 
treme uuig of the ministry, who were 
looking to coercion as the only tiling ne- 
cessary for the salvation of Ireland, are 
defeated on tin? ipiestioti of principles. 
They keep up the tight, nevertheless. 
Their present tactics are, while conceding 
the bill in principle, to delay its produc- 
tion and progress in parliament, perhaps 
to divide the measure bo that no scheme 
for putting an end to thu present system 
of dual ownership can become a law this 
session. 

SALH OF THE GREAT EASTERN. 

A large company was yesterday attract- 
ed to tho salesroom of C.'\V. Kellock &Co. 
in Liverpool, the occasion being the sale 
of the steamship Great Eastern, which 
now lies in Dublin harbor. It will be re- 
collected that the ship was last year used 
for Show purposes at Liverpool, and has 
since been similarly employed at Dublin. 
At the sale yesterday the bidding com- 
menced at £'5,000, and ran opto £26,000, 
at which price the Great Eastern was 
knocked down to Thus. Brown of the 
London and Australian steamship com- 
pany. It is understood that thu steamer 
is once more to he used for trading pur- 
poses, and -she is expected to do good 
work in carrying produce between Eng- 
land and the antipodes. The intention is 
to have her newly eugined by .1. Elder & 
Co., and to have her paddles removed, 
and it is anticipated that when she has 
passed through the hands of the ship- 
builders shu will attain a speed of twenty 
knots. — London Timet, Feb.

Okn-i-lkmhn, —Having been nominated a Can- 
didate for tho representation of Vancouver IJis- 
triet iii the llou.se of Commons, it is my dutj to 
submit tor t he favor of yoiii" consideration, the 
following general statement, of iny views upon 
political iruostious. ir 1 should have Iho honor 
to be elected your Itoprosentutivo:; 

1 will go to Parliament its a supporter of Hir 
John A. Mucdoindd, anil n, tlrm tulueroiit of t lie 
Liberal Conservative Party the progcsslvo 
party of t 'unatla. 

I um in favor of the National Falioy, 
which needs no eulogy from any one. In all 
cases, however, in which alterations of the Cus- 
toms duties are roijuired to afford just measures 
of assistance to our young and struggling farm- 
ing mid mining industries, and to secure iiiarl;- 
els for our productions I will advocate those 
amendments of the Tariff which arc deemed 
essary, 

specially will I exhaust all ways and means 
to obtain, by way of rooiprooity, the removal uf 
the duty of 7n cunts per ton now charged by t he 
United States upon tlie coal of Vancouver Is- 
and entering their ports. 

I shall contend for the prudent and econo- 
mical expenditure of the public money in every 
department, having regard to tho nccessury de- 
mands of the public service ; but no effort shall 
be wautiiiK on my part to secure for Vancouver 
District a tair share of the amount which may 
ho available for dist rl but Ion.

Proceedings of tho First Session of the Fifth 
Parliament. 

Tuksday, March 22. 
Mr. Speaker took the chair at 11 a. in. 
Prayers wore read by the Rt. Rev. 
Bishop Oridge. 

PHIVnYKOB, 
Mr. Grant to a question of privilege 
rose, as ho said, to correct a miareport of 
remarks in The Colonist, but sat down 
without doing so. 

SUPPLY. 

On motion that thu speaker leave the 
chair, Mr. (Jrunt went extensively into 
liguroB and reviewed the finances of tho 
country for tlio last ton years. 

Mr. Heaven addressed the house at con- 
siderable length in defence of the policy 
pursued by the governments of which ho 
had boon either a member or supporter. 

Hon. Mr. Robson replied to a few of 
tho statements put forward by tho leader 
of the opposition and the honorable mem- 
ber for Cassiar. It had boon claimed that 
Cassiar did not receive such appropriations 
as it was entitled to, but he showed that 
tho district in addition to its appropria- 
tions had boon relieved of road tolls which 
practically .amounted to a bonus of $2000. 

House wont into committee and pro- 
ceeded to pass tho several items sot down 
in tho estimates. 

Attention having boon called to the 
desirability of encouraging prospectors to 
seek a route to the head waters of tho 
Yukon. 

Hon. Mr. Robson said this was a 
matter on which the government would ho 
glad to receive ull the information pos- 
sible. It had boon already under the con- 
sideration of the government, and would 
probably receive practical attention from 
ilium during the coming season. 

Hon. Mr. Robson in speaking of immi- 
gration said it was obvious that, it, would 
ho necessary to have an immigration agent 
at Vancouver, and it would probably bo 
considered whether the agent at Now 
Westminster should be removed to the 
terminus of the C. P. R. or not. 

Mr. Bole- New Westminster is the 
terminus. 

Hon. Mr. Robson- The smiling mem- 
ber for the Royal City is quite right. Now 
Westminster is the "fresh water termi- 
nus." The matter is at present under ad- 
visement, and efforts will be made to pre- 
vail upon the Dominion government to 
make special provision for an agent at. 
Vancouver. 

Committee of supply rose and reported 
progress. 

House adjourned at 1:30 p.m. for one 
hour. 



AFTERNOON SESSION. 

Mr. Speaker took the chair at 2 :30 p.m. 

Mr. Bide in making the motion that 
the report of committee on the New \\ est- 
minster Southern railway be adopted said 
he ilid not intend to assume in this bouse 
tho attitude on the Chinese question of a 
bull toward a red Hag. He intended always 
to endeavor to speak and vote intelligently 
on this quest ion, If the Chinese clauses 
were inserted in this bill it would prevent 
the necessary capital for the enterprise 
being raised abroad. It would result iu 
killing this, a most important measure, 
calculated to increase the prosperity of 
thu constituency which ho had the lienor 
to represent This line was of immense 
importance to New Westminster city, and 
would be a great factor in bringing her to 
that proud position for which she is ulti- 
mately destined, namely, the Liverpool 
of the Pacific. Ho was instructed by the 
promoters of the enterprise to say that 
every effort would be made to avoid t he 
employment of Chinese, hut to introduce 
this clause was virtually to kill the bill. 

Mr. Dunsumir was very much sur- 
prised to see the leader of the opposition 
persisting in his course, seeing that he 
was alienating his supporters from him on 
this question, If the provisions which he 
proposed were to ho adopted, it would be 
found to work to the injury of railways in 
thu province much harder to construct 
than tho New Westminster Southern 
Railway. 

Mr. Grant was opposed to any interfer- 
ence with private bills calculated to re- 
tard development. He considered it en- 
tirely cruel to debar the poor unforl unate 
Chinese now that they are in the province 
from niiiking a living. 

Mr. Sombii claimed that tho Chinese 
were neither a benefit to the province nor 
to the Dominion, and that the anti-Chi- 
nese clauses might as properly be inserted 
in this bill as any which should come be- 
fore the house. 

Mr. Heaven said it might bo true that 
the promoters of this bill would not em- 
ploy Chinese, but I hey would sell the 
charter to the 0. P. R., which would em- 
ploy the Mongolians. 

Tho motion that the clauses he inserted

He explained that the ob- 
ject of the bill was to increase wild land, 
personal property and income taxes, as he 
had indicated when submitting the esti- 
mates. 

Mr Roaven moved the following amend- 
ment to tho effect that in the opinion of 
tho house it was not advisable to increase 
tho personal, real property or income 
taxes, and that the wild land tax, if in- 
creased, should ho made .(./ valorem. 

In view of the proposition to ask for a 
loan of §1,000,000, tho government, he 
considered, should not increase the taxes.

For instance, he had a thousand acres of 
land at Cotnox which was assessed at 
000. Another thousand adjoining his, in 
which the honorable member for Cassiar 
had fourth interest, was assessed tit, $7,500. 
These gentlemen had asked him (Mr. D.) 
$100,000 for their property. The mem- 
ber for Cassiar couhlnot, therefore, com- 
plain of the treatment, he, receives from 
this government. He believed a general 
assessor should lie appointed to superin- 
tend assessments all over the province.

lion. Mr. Robson said honorable gentle- 
man seemed to forget that there was al- 
ready an iid valorem tax. 

Mr. Beaven Under what statute? 
Hon. Mr. Robson- Under the statute 
of 1880 thoro is a specific tax and also an 
a*/ valorem tax. The former is intended 
more as a coercive measure to compel 
owners to improve their properly than as 
a revenue tax.
